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Your Lordship, High Tribunal: 

It is in contradiction to the fundamental riphts of everyman to be 
made responsible only in accardance with his own guilt, if he could 
be submitted by the possible result of the collective indictment 
against the organizations to the provisions of law number 10 of the 
Al Lied Control Council. An atonement without guilt has been considered 
injust since the beginning of human history, Tie one who desires to 
punish therefore has to establish the guilt of each individual if more 
than one have participated in a crime. If the planning of a crime is 
considered punishable as an act af preparation, only those can be 
punished, in accordance with the legal and moral principles which 
had been in force up to now, who participated in the plan, thet means 
who goined together ju: t for the desired and conscientious @rrying 
out of that purpese. 

At no time have these principles which emerged from fundamental 
human rights been replaced in any natienal criminal law by the con- 
cept of "Conspiracy".

The basic idea for the conspiracy is tiat an adhesion to an organizet 
¿group of persons, which, at the moment of joining, is already prohibited,

The witness JUSITHER told us that the attitude adopted by the supreme 
SA leadership in this matter coincided with that of tne well-known 
Jewish Professor Karo who criticized the Eastern Jewry. These 
manifestations of hostility to castern dewery are the consequences 
of the first World War, when innumerable Jews from Galicia infiltrated 
into Germany. 

The events connected with the Sth of November 1938 are among the 
most essential incriminating points for the Sa. The alleged report of 
the leader of the Kurpfalz Brigade plays an important part in this 
connection. It results from the circumstances in which this alleged report 
on the execution of instructions (1721-PS) was made that the whole 
docunent can only be a fake, and bad one at that. To prove this we 
mentioned the witnesses LUCKE and FUST, who could not be transferred to 
Nuernberg in spite of the endeavors of the Secretary General extending 
over a period of several months, although the defense had indicated the 
camps where they are interned.
